Last Saturday the manager of Marshall Field & Company, Chicago, 


gave to the press a widely circulated .statement that Congress must dis- 
pose of the tariff and revenue legislation before normalcy would return 
to business. Normalcy does not depend on the tariff or taxes, or on Con-, 
gress any more than it depends on Marshall Field & Company and kindred 
business concerns, and the sooner this fact is understood by the public 
the earlier will we' realize business readjustment. . All are 
factors 


in abnormal business conditions of today that have followed a war where 
many millions of men were killed, many billions of dollars in property de- 
stroyed, and where every nation now bends low with its war tax burdens. 
Facing 524,000,000,000 indebtedness, or twenty-four times that of prewar 
days, we have made no provision for paying off any part, of the floating; 
debt this session, but have cut taxes and revenues so far that it may te 
necessary to issue government notes or certificates of indebtedness to meet 
ordinary government running expenses. The pressure from large financial 
interests and great industries on Congress to cut taxes has been met with 
enormous reductions that few business men would risk in their own affairs. 
Our average tax rates today are far below those of England and France 
and yet further drastic cuts were demanded of Congress. 


Any return to'ordinary business conditions must be aided by Marshall 


Field & Company and every other large retail business interest of the 
country instead 'of passing the buck, to use a slang: phrase, to Congress. 
Treasry experts declare that the^ one great obstacle to normalcy lies in

Not content with extorting enormous 


profits during and following the war, the retail trade has refused'to .take' 
losses like other businesses, from'agriculture to smokeless chimneys, and 
it continues to demand war-time profits.. The Federal Trade commission 
has so reported and treasury experts also agree with that finding. For- 
eign exchange, overproduction, high-wages and other causes are-offered 
to explain business conditions, but those who are looking for -legislation 
to set wheels in motion when they charge two prices for food, clothing, 
and building materials, are .joking- in the wrcig place, and a showing of 
books of well-known' Chicago State strett firms, according to information, 
Washington would help locate a practice denounced by the Federal Trade 
Commission. 


The House passed an emergency tariff bill to help protect the farm' 


products that were without protection under the Underwood act. A per- 
manent tariff bill to help stem the tide of importations from Japan, Ger- 
many and othor cheap-labor countries has also been passed, and a revenue 
bill that followed the demand of "business" and-cat income below the 
safety point has been passed on to the Senate. Our government has three 
times the wealth of Great Britain and three and one-half times that of 
France, according to the statistical abstract, but our taxes are far less 
•on the average. For instance, our inheritance tax of 5150,000,000 in 1921 
is less than one-quarter that of Great Britain or France -based on the same 
comparative wealth. Large estates like some of those on 'State street, 
Chicago, are passed down to the younger generation of the same name to 
be divided up by threatened suits that furnish sensational columns'for the 
press and help subtract the wealth left by great merchant princes to";prog- 
eny named and unnamed. Banking houses that left the wealth of a Still- 
inau to posterity are subject to the same principle of subtraction and di- 
vision of the estate, but the government under which these millions of 
profits were made receives only one-quarter of the $600,000,000 annual 
taxes that would be collected in England and France based on our wealth: 


Great business interests today are pressing the Senate hard to date 


the repeal of the excess profits law and higher surtaxes back- to January, 
1921, instead of 1922. The argument in favor of the repeal of an excess 
profits tax is based on a claim, whethir true or not, that this, tax is .passed 
on to the consumer. If true, then by the end of this year $450,000,000 in 
excess profits taxes and $90,000,000 in higher surtaxes for 1921, according 
to treasury estimates, will have been passed on to the consumers by those 
called on to pay the tax who now demand that they/be permitted to keep 
tho tax. so. collected in. their profits by having the tax repeal made retro- 
active. 
If the Senate should put these taxes back to 
1920 and • the 


House and President arc agreed, we might with equal reason be called on 
to pay back $800,000,000 in excess profits for 1920 to those who object to 
paying any tax on surplus or excess profits, and their claim could be made 
with equal justice or injustice. The spirit of ta_x shifting was .pressed by, 
a powerful propaganda on Congress this session, but the House over- 
turned the committee report on any proposed retroactive law affecting 
excess p'rofits and surtaxes, and it will take hard driving to line up enough 
votes to accept a loss of $540,000,000 in taxes from these two sources subr 
ject to a substitute incense of $110,000,000 corporation tax carried in the 
House bill. The treasury needs the money to play evtn with running ex- 
penses in 1922. 


Tariff and revenue bills as passed by the House are compromises, and 


ns such are subject to criticism, although each must be compared with ex- 
ir.tin^ law to determine its merits. Nuisance laws and 
transportation 


taxes have been repealed, but a 3% tax on freignr. taxes repealed will have 
litt'.e effect- on business compared with an 85% increase in freight rates 
made by the railroads since the war began. Tariff and tax legislation 
have been framed and will be passed, but standing by themselves they will 
not turn a 'wheel.' Drastic cut in freight rates, new orders for factories 
from home and abroad, settlement of existing differences -between capital' 
and labor, these- are all necessary, but it is also important that business 
wen, whether retailers or wbolesa'ers, recognize the fact that the war end- 
ed nearly three years ago. and that profiteering and undue profiting. Is a 
lesson learned from the war that should be forgotten. All these must con- 
tribute before any permanent business improvement "is realized.

IN SPEECH AT SPARTA 


W. F. Crafts Also Urges TTIMPTWRT?IS 
Campaign Against Prize LUlUi UllD 1010

eau to 'secure a national

With the convening of the twenty- 


second annual reunion of the South- 
ern \Visconsm District of Tho Re- 
organized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, at Monona 
Park. Aug. 28-Sept;. 4th, the people

given another opportunity to become 
better acquainted with these people 
and 
their 
religion, because it is 


doubtful if there is another relig- 
ious body, of American origin, so 
Uttle understood, or so often mis- 
represented: duo to the insiduous 
propaganda directed against it by 
both the pulpit and the press for 
nearly a century. This body of peo- 
ple are distinctly democratic and 
the membership are given every op- 
portunity to become acquainted with 
iU workings, and this sketch is from 
the pen of one who has been a mem- 
ber of the church for twenty-five 
yean, twenty 
of them as an or-' 


dained man, and the last ten as an 
active minister in a general way as 
a leading official of the church. I 
have always lived in Southern Wis- 
consin and am known quite general- 
ly throughout the state. 


The Church of Jenus Christ of 


Latter Day Saints, was organised 
in 1830 with six members at Fay- 
ctte, New York, by Joseph Smith, 
Jr., who was born December 23, 
1805, at Sharon, Vermont, of good 
old New England stock, members of 
his family on both sides occupied 
prominently in the Revolutionary 
war. Ho was also a distant relative 
of Henry Ward Beechcr. Soma time 
during his fifteenth year a great re- 
ligious revival was held in the com- 
munity where ho lived. He attended 
this and became interested, but be- 
cause of the strife that arose at the 
close, over the division of the con- 
verts, among the different churches 
engaged in the revival, his mind be 
came 
right. 
mind he concluded that the only safe 
vulo to follow would be to study the 
Bible for himself. This he did, and 
in doing so chanced to read the fifth 
versts of the first chapter of James 
which reads: "If any of you lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God, that 
giveth to all men liberally and up- 
oraideth not; and it shall be given 
him." He believed what he read, 
he lacked 'wisdom; 
men had only 


succeeded in confusing him thus far, 
but here was the promise that God 
would give liberally 
and upbraid 


not, so he committed his first breach 
of religious decorum by turning the 
preachers down and going to God 
direct. 
This also was the initial 


cause of the terrible storm of per- 
secution that swirled around his en- 
tire life and finally resulted in his 
death, at the hands of a mob of rc-

He continued to receive instruc- 


tions from angelic messengers a:.-d 
among other things was told that 
the .restoration of the gospel in- 
cluded the bringing to light a knowl- 
edge of the ancient inhabitants. of 
America, and that-'a- record was hur- 
ried in a stone box near the top of 
a hill between the towns of Palmyra 
and Manchester' in the -state of New 
York', and that, he-'should translate 
it by the power''of God; this he did 
and in. the year ,1830 presented to 
the world the famous Book of Mor- 
mon, which has I sen the storm cen- 
ter of criticism ever sinte. At that 
time nothing was known of Amer- 
ican archeaology, so it cannot be 
claimed that Joseph Smith capital- 
ized the knowledge .of others. 


The Book of Moimon purports to 


be a record of a people who migrat- 
ed to this continent 2200 years be- 
fore Christ at (he time of the build- 
ing of the tower of Babel, and the 
Lord confounded their speech and 
scattered them over all the face of 
the earth, also of a later colony of 
Israelites who cam* here 600 years 
before Christ at the time that t'..3 
Jews were carried away captive to 
Babylon, they Kere the ones who 
kept the record and compiled the 
completed recotd 'on plates which 
were buried in 'the • hill where they 
were found by Joseph Smith. Every 
student of archeaology knows that 
all this harmonizes with subsequent 
scientific research. Such writers on 
pro-historic 
America 
as. Priest, 


Baldwin, Prescott, and others agree 
that there were two colonies and the 
period agrees. -This entire article 
could be devoted to a very interest 


comparison of the discoveries of 


scientists in America and the con- 
tents of the Book of Mormon, but 
space forbids, suffice to say-that it 
is 
presented on ,iU merits to the 


world; not Latter Day Saint has 
ever desired to believe it true if it

A belief-in itij a wonderful adjunct 
to a belief in the Bible as it shows 
tUt God is the father of the/race 
and not merely of a few Jews in 
Palestine. 
It teaches that Christ 


came to America and organized the 
church' here with aposles, seventies, 
high priests,. etc. 
This harmonies 


with John 10-16, where Jesus says, 
"Other sheep 'have I which are not 
of this fold, etc," also accounts for 
many, of tho pecularities of the In- 
dia worship which- shows a tradi- 
tional Ch'rfst.

book 


agrees 
with • the' prophecies . of 


Ezekiel 37-15:19, 
where two rec- 


ords are mentioned; Isaiah 29 .where 
« sealed book was to come forth, 
and many others, and finally the 
Indians themselves have a tradition 
of a sacred book' that was lost, The 
JBook of Mormon is presented 
to 


them and th«y recognize it and hun- 
dreds an being baptised into the 
church.

he shall have none: For I the. Lord

delighteth in the chasity of 


women, etc." 
Jacob 2-33 :8«. This 


refutes the idea that the Book , of 
Mormon is the basis of the1 infam- 
ous doctrine of polygamy as taught 
by the Utah apostasy .- under 
the 
leadership of Brigham: Young. 


The church 
organized in 
1830 


grew 
an'd flourished until 'at the 


death of the prophet in 1844 ii num- 
bered between 150,000 and 200,000 
communicants; it was persecuted in 
every community where it was es- 
tablished, not because of evil ...on 
the pait of its members, but because 
it claimed divine recognition as the 
church of Christ and enjoyed the 
blessings 
of 
healing, 
miradcs, 


tongues, prophecy, etc. (I Cor: »2), 
that have always accompanied the 
work of God. Opposition has ever 
been the lot of any forward move- 
mi nt. 
A remarkable instance of 


this is the fact that Joseph Smith 
was forty-four times 'indicted in the 
courts of the land, 'but never con- 
victed 
notwithstanding in 
every 


case he faced a court of his enemies. 
At the time of his murder "he was 
being held in Carthage jail ..under 
the avowed protection of the state 
of Illinois. At the very moment of 
his death Gov, Ford was in Nauvoo 
guaranteeing 
such 
protection to 


Smith's followers, but to feeble a 
guard was apparently left to guard 
the jail, at least a very feeble re- 
sistance was made against the mob 
of two hundred men with their faces 
painted, .black and who ,made the 
boast that if the law 
could 
not 


reach Joseph Smith powder and ball 
could and it did, this was June 27, 
1844. Joseph and his brother Hy- 
rum were both in the jail and both 
killed. 
With the death of their 


prophet the church was thrown into 
confusion, many aspired to leader- 
ship, among whom 
was Brigham 


Young, a member of the quorum 
of Twelve 
apostles, a bold shewd 


with ' scarcely any principle. 


He succeeded in getting a following 
of about 10,000 and went to Utah — 
there 
he 
introduced his own pet 


theory of polygamy and its kindred 
doctrines ot Adam God worship, 
and Blood atonement 
The history 


of that unparalleled despotism is 
known to everybody. It is with us 
today. 
A large number 
of 
the 


membership of the original church 
refused to follow any of the leaders 
believing' that God would provide a 
leader as he had done at the begin- 
ning. 
Furthermore, none of the

OLLOWING the deluge of last November, a Congress with a 
republican majority of 160 in the house and a correspond

The inter 
ests that had been compelled to pay a pittance of their war 
profits for excess profits taxes were to be relieved of this.burden.

About the time that the reactionaries had' become nicely 


started on the road to "normalcy" a few figures here and there 
in the big republican lineup in the house began to show their 
teeth.

The sales tax was the pet scheme of the Wall street crowd 


at Washington that was shaping revenue legislation in the early 
part of the session. The sales plan was to be a tax to be paid 
by the little fellow over the counter when buying the necessi- 
ties of life. It was to take the place of the excess profits taxes. 


Frear immediately saw the injustice of such a tax. He 


set to work to beat the Wall street game. When he started, it 
seemed a hopeless fight. With a rtpublican majority in Con- 
gress of 160 dominated by the machine it seemed that the ad- 
ministration's pet measure would go through with a whoop. 
But Frear kept pegging away. He began issuing statements to 
the newspapers showing the iniquities of the sales tax proposi- 
tion ; he tied in knots the suave and expectant New York bank- 
ers who appeared before the -ways and means committee for the 
sales tax; he filled the Congressional Record with unanswerable 
argument against the plan. 


Presently public sentiment began to assert itself through- 


out the country. 
The republican bosses began to rub their 


eyes at what was being done by the insolent little group of re- 
publicans headed by Frear. 
Finally the blowup came,-—the 


Harding-Penrose-Wafl street crowd had to give up the sales tax 
idea because they were afraid of the consequences in the next 
congressional elections. 


And -"Jim" Frear of Wisconsin is entitled to much of the 


credit for having stopped this iniquitous legislation.

Frear's work on the dye schedule embargo was an equally 


good piece of work. Here was an industry dominated by the 
Du Ponts -vhich sought to get governmental aid in establishing 
a monopoly in this country. The dye embargo lobby in the last 
session was a national disgrace. A barrel of money was spent 
to pass the dye legislation. Frear led the fight against thi 
scheme and today the dye grab is dead.
